It was announced in the evening that John

ing off Hummel for Harrison wherever they 
can, but Hummel has some strength of his 
own outside of the regular ticket, and some 
small bets were offered that he would. fun 
ahead of Harrison.

OLD SOLDIER WRITES TO MAYOR 


Answers Request to Support Mr. Harri- 


son by Telling His Experience 
with Civil Service. 


The following letter was sent to Mayor 
Harrison yesterday by a civil war veteran 

who had experienced some of the beauties 

of civil service as administered by Mr. Har- 
risort: | 

Chicago, April 6.—Carter H. Harrison, Mayor 
of Ch Dear Sir: Your letter of recent date 
(April 4) soliciting my support ig before me. 
Ordinarily a reply would be unnecessary. How- 
ever, this being out of the ordinary, I deem it 
proper to reply. 

At the time you were first elected the under- 
gigneaé had an application pending a civil service 
 @famination looking to a clerical position in the 
city hall and was one of the contestants at the 
examination held in the foMNowing June. 

At this examination 1,500 or more contested 
and 820 passed successfully. Of this number 
twenty were veterans of the civil war—men who 
had helped to make it possible for you to hold a 
high office. Of these twenty the writer was one. 
Ne had sought this position by reason of losses 
that left him stranded in life’s afterhoon, and 
for further reason that he had a wife then under 
the doctor's care. For eight years this companion 
of thirty yeate was under the care of doctors. A 
month ago she died, and we carried her away to 
the city of the dead at Winchester, Ind. 

For reasons best known to you, the eligible 


list referred to above was not drawn on _ until 


September. The writer having been notified of his 
assignment to the water department, was called 
in a number of times and sent home as often by 
Mr. Nourse. On the 15th day of September I was 
called in for the last time and assigned to work. 
I presume you Will not be surprised when I tell 
you that on the afternoon of the next day after 
my assignment to work I was officially, cruelly, 
and unlawfully held up and robbed of my position 
as mercilessiy as ever a man was robbed on the 
streets of this city. a 

Feeling that justice could be found with th 
civil service board, I appealed to that body at 
once. My case was set for hearing a week ahead, 
at which time I found six other cases similar to 

own. I need not tell you the result—you know. 
ou will also remember that I appealed to you 
personally in vain. 

Now. Mr. Mayor, I appeal to you to tell me 
what is my duty tomorrow. For whom shall I 
vote? .I am an advocate of justice—justice today, 
tomorrow, and forever—justice in office and out of 
office. This will solve both the traction and civil 
service questions. The law of justice, if properly 
applied, will solve every question you will ever 
bave to deal with.

Members of the Roman Catholic church in 
Chicago, priests and laymen alike, regard- 
less of any political beliefs or biases, are 
stirred over a formal statement issued yes- 
terday by ex-Ald. William Kent in support 
of Mayor Harrison, in which the ex-alder- 
man took occasion to inject a remark which 
is -held to be a slur directed at one of the 
most sacred. institutions of the Catholic 
faith—the confessional. 
In his effort to ridicule the republican party 
Mr. Kent, in his statement published in a 
morning newspaper, pictured John M. Smyth 
as the “ father confessor of the republican 
machine.“ Later he added: Many a 
plrate has he shriven.“ Remarks of this 
tenor, incorporated in his statement, are in- 
terpreted by Catholics as a deliberate effort

What Chancellor Barry Says. 

The Rev. F. J. Barry, chancellor of the 
Chicago afehdiocese, expressed his belief 
that people of all creeds would resent an at- 
tempt to bring religion into politics. 

1 do not Know Mr. Kent,“ he said, nor 
his position in the local political field. But 
certain it is that his words at this time are 
most ill advised. They can have but one ob- 
ject—to drag religion into politics. 

Without regard to sect or creed the citi- 
zens of Chicago will bitterly regent this. 
The result will be that the effort will act as 
a boomerang. ‘It will react against the man 
—and his political friends—who made it. No 
doubt it will influence some people to vote 
contrary to the advice of Mr. Kent and will 
have an effect the opposite of what he in- 
tended. 

There 1a an old saying, the Lord pre- 
serve us from our friends.’ No matter what 
are the views of the mayor in the matter, 
the onus of the letter must fall on him. He 
will be held responsible for the acts of his 
friends and stipporters and must suffer from 
their folly. 

All Classes Will Resent It. 

Ot course Catholics in particular will 
object to the phraseology of the communica». 
tion which bandies lightly the forms of their 
faith. as I have said, all people in 
the city will join in the resentment. It is 
impossible to work up a religious controversy 
in Chicago. Men do not want it, will not 
have part in it. By common consent, in 
this most free of all cities, religion is a thing 
for private belief. It has to do with each 
person's private life and ends there. If a 
man discharges his duty in his home and as 
a citizen as he should, I truly believe his 
neighbor cares not a fig what are his relig- 
ious affiliations, and this explains why such 
matters cannot be made a political issue. 
This also explains the twofold hostility ef 
Catholics to the words of the Kent letter. 
They resent the slight put on their faith 
and the attempt to make of their religion a 
political issue. mH! 

“These are my views as an individual. 
Our priests have nothing to do with politics. 
Some belong to one party and some to an- 
other, and their views and votes are in- 
fluenced exactly as those of laymen are. 


Criticism of Father Hodnett. 

Father Thomas P. Hodnett, pastor of the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception, se- 
verely criticised the words of Mr. Kent. 

Such statements as that are despicable, 
and should have no place in a political cam- 
paign,”’ said Father Hodnett. It would 
seem to imply that Mr. Kent is trying to 
draw religion into politics, and his words are 
a reflection on one of the most sacred insti- 
tutions of the Catholic church.

SCHEMES TO JUGGLE BALLOTS OR 


— — — 


Republicans to Have University Stu- 
‘dents and City Athletes on Guard 
at Polling Places Where Violence 
or Irregularities Are Feared— 
| Judges and Clerks Warned Against 
Being Druggead—Pian of Intjmidat- 
“ing Voters to Be Frustrated. 


Final steps were taken last night by re- 
publican managers to thwart attempted 
frauds on the part of the democrats today. 
Details or desperate schemes of the Har- 
risonites to juggle the vote and the count in 
the First, Eighteenth; Twenty-first, Twenty- 
ninth, and Thirtieth wards. have been 
learned from authoritative sources, and 
every precaution has been taken to insure 
prosecution of the ringleaders of they at- 
tempt to carry out their planb. 


When the polls open at 6 o’clock this morn- 


ing 150 students from the University of 


Chicago, all athletes and volunteers for the 


work, will man a majority of the polling 


places in the First and Twenty-ninth wards 


as watchers against fraud. These men, se- 
lected: by .Prof. Harry Pratt Judson, slept 
last night at the Grand Pacific hotel. 

From the Athletic club three score mem- 
bers have asked William Haie Thompson to 
assign them to aid in this work of watching 
against crookedness.. A fair-vote and a fair 
count is all that these volunteer ,watchers 
will demand, and they promise to be strictly 
nonpartisan in seeing to it that this vote is 
secured, no matter if they are pressed to use 
physical force to fnsure it. 


Warnings Sent to Judges. 
‘Warnings were sent out to .republican 
judges and clerks in the precfncts in which 
desperate work is expected. They have been 
instructed to have nothing to do with invita- 
tions to take a drink when the polls close 

and the counting of the votes begins. 
Dope has been used before in just this 
way and will be used again,“ said William 
Hale Thompson last night.

Ready to Arrest Law Breakers. 


“ We have officers ready to grab the men 
directing these fraud schemes if they try to 
carry them out,“ said Chairman Revell of 
the republican campaign commitee last night. 
The details of each scheme are in our hands 
and we know just who are the responsible 
heads of this proposed corruption of the bal- 
lot.

He had not been installed long as pastor be- 
fore he issued a call for a congress of min- 
isters and churchmen, the purpose of which 
was to seek to discover and establish a com- 
mon denominator of religions.“ | 

The suggestion met with hostile response 
from many leading churchmen and ecclesi- 
asts. Ministers of many creeds thought the 
relations of the denominations had better re- 
main undisturbed, and they were not slow in 
voicing their opinions. 


In his own church, the Episcopal, his friends

After Several Weeks’ Quarantine Res- 
idents of the Town See Light Ahead 
and in a Few Days Expect to Be Free 
-—Churches Will Be Opened Again 
Next Sunday and Students of the 
College Are Notified to Return—Mer- 
chants Pleased.

After a quarantine of several weeks on ace 
count of a mild epidemic of scarlet fever 
Lake Forest is almost free from the disease. 
No new case has been reported for more than 
a week. Those who are still ill are rapidly 
improving. 

Next Sunday the churches will open their 
doors for the usual services, and the students 
of Lake Forest college, who were told to re: 
main away until informed that the epidemic 
had been controlled, have been notified to re- 
turn to the institution April 14. Fac! | 

Four-fifths of the cases of scarlet feVer 
were found in families whose houses were in 
poor sanitary condition. In all the time the 
disease was the most prevalent there were 
but two deaths, and both of these of smal! 
children, one of whom at least had a frail 
constitution. 

On account of the large number of cases 
reported the college authorities thought best 
to be on the safe side, and at the commence- 
ment of the spring vacation the students 
were told the holidays would be continued 
until the epidemice was wiped out. Te Jog 


Extra Precautions Taken. 
For more than a month, because of ex- 
treme caution, no public meetings have been 
held in the village. Two weeks ago the state 
board of health advised the citizens that 
there would be little or no danger in open- 
ing the churches and other public places. 
While none of the patients was dangerously 
ill, the local physicians, however, favored a 
longer delay, and their coungel prevailed. 
The physicians believe the milder weather 
and spring winds have brought about the 
rapid improvement in the conditions. It is 


week there will be no scarlet fever at all in 
the suburb. 
The shopkeepers of Lake Forest have suf 
fered much on account of the falling off of 
the trade in the village. For almost two 
months there has been but little buying, and 
many of the business men have feared that 
the effects of the epidemic would continue 
throughout the summer season.

It hag 
been more thah a week since a new case 
has been found. All those who are ill are im- 
proving, and none of them is seriously ill: 
The cases are isolated and there is hardly 
any chance that there can be any further 
spread of the disease. * 
„ There have been but two deaths in the 
entire two months since the first case was 
discovered. None of the other cases coul 
be said at any time to be really angerous; 
though some of them were hard ones.“ | 


More Alarm than Danger. 
„Lake Forest is suffering just now fro 
the effects of its own virtues, so to speak,’ 
said a citizen. In the case of most com! 
munities the cessation of churches and al

GEN. GRANT CRITICISED BY 
TEN WALLACE AT SHILOH. 


Indianian Takes Occasion to Find Fault 


with Conduct of Battle While He Is 
Dedicating Monuments to Soldiers. 


Shiloh, National Park, Tenn., April 6.— 
[Special.]—At the dedication of the twenty- 
two monuments tothe soldiers of Indiana in 
the national military park here today Gen. 
Lew Wallace, the author and living ranking 
officer in Indiana for the Shiloh forces, in his 
opening address as chairman of the exer- 
cises, created a sensation by attacking Gen. 
Grant's conduct of the battle. After having 
paid a glowing tribute to the hereism of the 
soldiers in the line, he asked: My friends, 
did you ever hear of an army fighting a bat- 
tle without a commander? No. 

Well, that was the case with the army of 
the Tennessee on the first day here. Five di- 
visions on the field had each its chief, to be 
sure, but none of the five chiefs was in com- 
mand. I.may not ask this quéstion without 
an explanation. To do so would be gross in- 
justice. 

Gen. Grant, as everybody knows, was in 
command of the army of the Tennessee by 
order of Gen. Halleck. His headquarters were 
at Savannah, ten miles below Pittsburg 


Landing. Hearing the guns, he made all 


haste to the field of action, arriving there 
four hours after the attack began. 

In a word, my friends, the records will 
prove that with the two exceptions stated, 
no precaution was taken against surprise 
and no preparation was made for battle. 
Never did an army receive an attack under 
so many serious disadvantages.’”

APPEAL IN CASE GRANTED

Suddenly about 4 o’clock in the | 
the patient was seized with acute congestion 
of the lungs, and she passed away within an

"TROOPS ARE ORDERED OUT 


Workmen of All Other Trades 
Now Threaten to Quit Work 
Out of Sympathy. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]. 

AMSTERDAM, April 6.—The long expected 
struggle between the government and the 
railway employés began today, when the 
workmen's defense committee ordered a gen- 
eral strike throughout Holland. All labor 
involved in transportation by land and water 
is involved, but sympathetic strikes in other 
trades are. already being declared. 

The strike has been proclaimed in the first 
place as a protest against the anti-strike bills 
now pending in parliament, which propose 
penalties for employés of state railways who 
go on a strike, and also because the railway 
men wanted an increase in wages wetpre the 
laws were 

Troops Ordered Out. 

Troops have already been called out, and 
one clash between the strikers and the sol- 
diers has taken place in which one person 
was wounded. 

All railway lines, stations, and quays are 
guarded by troops. The railway administra- 
tion has taken steps to secure the running of 
foreign express trains under military pro- 
tection.. All staffs of shipping companies run- 
ning vessels from Amsterdam to London and 
Hull have ceased work. Only one train left 
Amsterdam this morning. Mail boats which 
arrived today remain unloaded. °* 


Company Appeals to Employes. 

The Dutch railway company has posted a 
proclamation at all its stations exhorting its 
employés to resume work. The proclama- 
tion states that if they do not return to 
work in twenty-four hours they will be 
discharged. 

So far there has been: little evidence of a 
disposition to injure. railway property. 
Water tanks have been made useless at sev- 
eral places, and some of the machinery has 
been removed from a number of locomotives, 
Nine hundred of the 1,400 men employed in 


railway workshops here have struck. 


The postal service will be carried on by 
means of motor cars. ere is no anxiety in 
government circles over the situation, as 
the strike was anticipated and precaution- 
ary measures adopted. 

The diamond cutters have decided to strike 
in sympathy with the railroad men. 

A workman was wounded by a revolver 
shot fired by a soldier today. The man, who 
was walking on the railroad, was not aware 
that the strike had been proclaimed, and 
failed to reply to the soldier’s challenge. 


Business Stops at Rotterdam. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ROTTERDAM, April 6.—The strike order 
has been generally obeyed here. 

Boat workers, harbor men, coal heavers, 
grain porters, and carters have quit work, 
completely paralyzing trade. Steamers 
bound for Dutch ports are being ordered to 
proceed to Antwerp and Hamburg. 

Steamers in the regular services left this 
port as usual today, but the work of loading 
other vessels is at a standstill. 

One thousand troops from the southern gar- 
risons have been assigned to duty at Rotter- 
dam, but owing to the interruption of the 
train service it is not known when they will 
arrive here. 

A number of gendarmes charged a crowd of 
strikers during the day. One of the latter 
was wounded with a saber. 

Few trains arrived or left this city during 
the evening, and all the stations were closed 
at 10:30, and will remain: under military 
guards during the night. . Several street scuf- 
fles took place between the police and mobs 
of roughs, several of whom were injured by

o'clock. 
Troops Guard The Hague.

Mr. Willard has made it his pleasant cus- 


tom for several seasons past to bring with 
him on the occasion of his visit to this city a 
play not before heard here. He returned 
among us again last evening and again he 
offered us something new. And the new of- 
fering proved acceptable and enjoyable in 
more than common degree, for, like most of 
the plays the deservedly admired English 
actor has brought, the present one has about 
it a healthful wholesomeness, a eheeriness, 
and a steadfast hopefulness that make It 
pleasant to see. 

To read a mere outline of the plot of Alfred 
Capus’ ** La Chatelaine,’ or The Optimist.“ 
as it is called in Louis N. Parker’s smoothly 
fluent translation, is to gain the impression 
that we have to do with a play of the modern 
problem variety. To have a reformed 
gambler who has become rich through hard 
work in the electrical scientific field fall in 
love with a woman who is not yet divorced 
from her husband, but who intends to be, to 
“have the husband refuse to consent to the di- 
vorce, although he had previously sanctioned 
it, to have him kidnap his own child in order 
to force his wife to return to him, to have the 
husband and the lover meet and argue out 
the conditions, and to have the husband re- 
nounce all claims and go away—all this sug- 
gests either a problem play of the unpleasant 
type or a melodrama of the thriller variety. 

The Optimist proved last evening, how. 
ever, to be neither of these. The problem 
factor is kept well in the background, 80 
well, in fact, that the spectator is uncon- 

scious most of the time of its presence, and 
although there are several scenes that dis- 
cover fairly distinct melodramatic qualities 


-when closely examined, the manner of their 


presentation by Mr. Willard and his tompany 
is characterized by so much of naturalness 
and moderation that no impression of ex- 


The play has as its é cotta! figure a man 
who from having lived a life of excitement, 
reckless dissipation, and selfishness, has 
come to see the uselessness and the inadvis- 
ability of it all, and who, finding himself one 
morning financially ruined, feels awaken 
within him the desire to work, and, yielding 
to that desire, pulls himself together and 
becomes a man of healthy, manly sentiments, 
of strong and helpful morality, and of a 
sympathy and broadmindedness as wide as 
are his cheeriness of disposition and his all- 
conquering optimism. It is a character not 
all too common in this world of ours, but it 
is by no means impossible nor improbable, 
and that such a character is entirely and thor- 
oughly admirable and beneficial to all who 
come in contact with it any one fortunate 
enough to have known such a one will readily 
admit. It is such a character Capus has 
drawn in Andre Jossan, the chief personage 
an The Optimist,“ and it is the presence of 
this happy, hopeful man that makes the play 
one that agreeably entertains and sends the 
spectator home 8 and content. 


The part is necullarty well suited to Mr. 
Willard’s abilities as an actor. His art has 
about it a straightforward honesty and sin- 
cerity that, while they may not result in any 
vast amount of subtlety or power of fine 
suggestion, are convincing and not wanting 
in dramatic and artistic values. He plays the 
role as it should be played—with abundant 
physical strength, infectious good humor, 
sterling maniiness; and a quiet consciousness 
of the power that lies in the determination to 
do good. 

The scenes of the love declaration in act 
TI. and of the angry outburst in the next act 
border close on the melodramatic, but the 
actor understands so to handle them, 
varying their intensity and shading their 
climax, that they take on the semblance of 
truth to nature. And the player’s genial 
stnile and hearty laugh follow immediately 
after and his audience is won. 

The love element in the play is treated with 
an intelligence and discrimifiation that 
speak in high praise of the author's appre- 
ciation of artistic effect. The sudden con- 
fession of love by a man to a woman he has 
just met and who he knows is not yet di- 
vorced from her husband could easily be- 
come repellant to the sensitive theatergoer, 
and the subsequent lovemaking could seem 
even worse, but the playwright has avoided 
this offence by having nei nor 
Therese exchange any car 
signs of affection more demonstrative than 
the respectful kissing of her hand, and a 
hand clasp at meeting and at parting. There 
is never a kiss on the lips, never an embrace, 
and the result is avoidance of all shock to 
the onlooker’s sense of propriety and mor- 


ality.

The Waterbury, Conn., traction company 
has had a strike on its hands since the be- 
ginuing of the year.

DAMAGE BY NOISE. | 

The Supreme court of Massachusetts 
has handed down a decision of great impor- 
tance in the case of one Edward F. Baker, 
a property owner, against the Boston Ele- 
vated railroad.company, in regard to dam- 
ages assessable on account of noise. The 
case was originally heard in the Superior 
court, the chief justice of which, who heard 
the case without a jury, deciding “ that the 
noise occasioned by the operation of the 
respondent’s railway was such in general 
character and extent as, but for the statu- 
tory authority, would constitute a private 
nuisance of a grave character to the peti- 
tioner’s estate,” and that the petitioners 


one-half of which is for the damage from 
noise. This decision is ffow\ upheld by the 
higher court by unanimous agreement. 
The opinion of the court is an interesting 
treatise on noise. Under its terms neces- 
sary noise is not unlawful if it is not ex- 
cessive, but it may become so great as to 
become a special and peculiar damage to 
property, and in such eases it is actionable. 
More than this, the court decides that abut- 
ters on streets, who have no property in 
the street, have the same right to receive 
compensation as abutters who are owners 
of the fee in the street. Briefly, the decision 
establishes the principle that noise is to be 


that such noise as would eonstitute a pri- 
vate nuisance of a grave character in the 
absence of authority from the statute is 
not permissible without compensation under 
the statute. 

The immediate effects of this decision 
chiefly concern the elevated road. The case 
was carried up to the Supreme court as a

THE’ MODEL TENEMENT PROBLEM. 

The New York Jewish World recently 
asked for an expression of views from per- 
sons of different religious and economic 
opinions as to the best method of improving 
tenement house conditions on the east side. 
Among those who replied was Isidor 
Straus, the well known practical philan- 
thropiet, whose views upon any question 
of this nature are well worth considering. 

Mr. Straus is of opinion that if the ex- 
isting tenement building law in New York 
could be made retroactive, three-quarters 
of the buildings on the east side would have 
to be torn down. He therefore suggests, 
evidently having Mr. Carnegie in view, 
that wealthy men.searching for methods 
of disposing of their surplus should pur- 
chase every insanitary building in that 
locality and erect à model tenement in its 
place. This is not a new idea. It has been 
often suggested, thgugh not acted upon, but 
Mr. Straus makes this further suggestion, 
which should appeal to millionaires anxious 
to place their money where it will do the 
greatest’ good to the greatest number: 
“This would not only wipe out what I 
consider to be one of the greatest evils but 
would also, by the benefactor being con- 
tent with 4 per cent on the investment, 
supply for the poorest wholesome, sanitary

by them, without increase of rent, as just

Neither her 
father nor her wealthy sister, Princess Will- 
fam of Saxe-Weimar, seems to have done 
anything towards providing for her support. 
She KMived a hand to mouth existence, resort- 
ing to all sorts of expedients in order to raise 
money, and when finally the inevitabie crash 
came was forced to flee, her portrait being 
printed in various of the German papers, 
with a request made by the tribunals and by 
her creditors for information as to what had 
become of her. She is quite an elderly wom- 
an, being close upon 50 years of age, her 


| eldest son by her second marriage: being 24. 


However, it ie rare that women of her 
rank, that is to say, members of the sov- 
ereign and semi-royal houses, get into such 
financial difficulties as to bring them into 
conflict not merely with the courts but also 
with the police. Of course, there is the case 
of that unfortunate Princese Philip of Co- 
burg, eldest daughter of King Leopold of Bel- 
gium, who was put under restraint in a pri- 
vate lunatic asylum at Dresden in order to 
preserve her from a worse fate, her father, 
the king, having absolutely declined to effect 
any compromise with those from whom she 
Had obtained the money and jewels by means 
which were declared by the court to be alto- 
gether filegal. Some time ago Princess 
Charles Hohenlohe, by birth a Countess Mer- 
wvigiia Crivelli, was pronounced by the 
courts insolvent and incapable of managing 
her own affairs on account of her extrava- 
gance, a curator or trustee being appointed 
to take charge thereof by the tribunals in the 
person of Prince Erwin von der Leyen. 

Poor Princess Mary of Cambridge, the 
mother of the princess of Wales and wife of 
the late duke of Teck, though never bank- 
rupted, was forced to submit to the humil- 
latlon of a sale by auction of most of her 
belongings at Kensington palace for the 
benefit of her creditors. This was through 
no fault of her own, as she was fdrced to 
keep up royal state and dignity with an ex- 
pensive husband. and an expensive family,

Among the princesses not of royal or me- 
diatized houses who have come to grief 
financially may be mentioned the widowed 
Princess George Bibesco, who, while still 
the wife of Duke Paul of Bauffremont, got 
Into financial trouble in London, from which 
she was only rescued with a good deal of 
difficulty by her. brother, the late Prince 
Joseph Caraman Chimay, minister of for- 
eign affairs at Brussels; the Princess Ypsi- 
lanti, widow of the Greek envoy to the court 
of Vienna, who ran through the enormous 
fortune which she had inherited from her 
father, Baron Sina; the Princess Catherine 
Radziwill, mother of Princess Blucher, who 
is now in prison in south Africa, owing to 
her having been led by financial straits to 
indulge in methods of securing funds which 
she did not realize were of a criminal chap- 
acter; and the Duchess Roger de Bauffre- 
mont, widow of Duke Roger, and who be- 
came involved in a serious financial scrape 
at Venice a few ‘years ago, owing to her hav- 


ing been led by her extravagance to place 


herself in the hands of swindlers who made 
a criminal use of her name, though she her- 
self, as it subsequently turned out, was per- 
sonally altogether innocent of any wrong- 
doing. 

From Germany I hear that the extrao 
dinary manifesto issued by King George 
Saxony against his unfortunate daughter- 
in-law just before his departure for Italy, 
and in which he held her up to public oblo- 
quy as a woman who had been immoral for 
years, instead of allowing the public to be- 
lieve that the Giron episode had been due 
to a temporary mental aberration resulting 
from her delicate condition of health, was 
destined by the aged monarch to prevent 
any possibility of a reconciliation after his 
death between his son, the crown prince, and 
the latter’s divorced wife. 

It seems that the crown prince is still de- 
voted to his consort in spite of all that is 
past, and that he does not hold her wholly 
responsible for what has taken place. The 
ex-crown princess Was aware of this when 
she declared in one of the interviews which 
she gave after her return to Geneva that if 
she could only see her husband once more 
everything would be well, but that she 
dreaded the relentless animosity of her 
father-in-law, King George, and especially 
of her sister-in-law, Princess Mathilde of 
Saxony. 

King George seems to have realized that 
in the event of his death—he is considerably 
over 70 years of ‘age—his son, the crown 
prince, on succeeding to the throne and be- 
coming his own master, would be exceed- 
ingly likely to effect a reconciliation with 
his former wife, and possibly to remarry 
-her, a move which would have met with the 
approval of the vast masses of the Saxon 
people, It was to prevent this from ever 
‘taking place and for shutting off all pos- 
sibility thereof that King George issued 
his savage proclamation publicly denoun- 
cing his daughter-in-law as having been for 
years past an immoral woman, possessed 
by the most ungovernable passions. 

Let me add that neither the Saxon trib- 
unals nor yet the Saxon government have 
made public until now the proceedings of 


‘| the divorce of the crown prince and crown 


princess, nor even the full terms of the de- 
cree. Thus these remain until now just as 
‘much a matter of popular speculation as 
the causes of the divorce of the reigning 
Grand Duke and the Grand Duchess of 
Hesse. 

King George is now in Italy, recruiting his 
atrength after his recent severe attack of 
illness, and seeing a good deal of his sfster, 
the widowed duchess of Genoa, mother of 
Queen Marguerite and grandmother, there-

St. Calliopss, martyr. 

St. Aibert, hermit. 

B. Hermann Joseph. 

HESE saints were early and always 
tinguished for remarkable piety. 2 
mother of Calliopus was a wealthy and’ 
pious widow of Pamphylia. In a time 

of persecution she sent him away in a pri- 
vate vessel, with servants and goods. He 
did not get far before he was drawn into a 
discussion and avowal of his Christianity. 
He was denounced to the prefect, who, when 
he heard of his wealth and noble birth, sent 
fcr him and tried to have him renounce his 
faith and take to wife his own daughter. 
He did not yield to the prefect’s solicita- 
tions. Then the persuasive power of leaded 
whips and a razor blade covered wheel, in 
the spokes of which his limbs were twisted, 
was tried. The wheel was set up over a 
fire, which promptly went out. His mother 
hastened to him in prison. He greeted her 
with a smile, although unable to raise -his 
swollen and festering body. The next day, 


Good Friday, he was crucified. His mother ° 


bribed the executioners not to crucify him 
in the ame way that his Lord was cruci- 
fied; s@ de was nailed to the cross head 
downweed. When he was taken down and 
laid in his mother’s lap she bowed her face 
vpon his dead brow, sighed, and her heart 
broke. St. Aibert was a most saintly and 
prayer loving child. Through the song of a 
Jongleur he was turned to a hermit life. 
He converted many sinners, who came to 
hin in crowds; bowed hie knee a hundred 
times a day, saying the same thing each 


time, and recited every night the whole 


pealter. He died in his fiftieth yeaf, on 
Easter day, 1140. The stories of St. Her- 
mann Joseph's childhood are charming, but 
some of the accounts of his later visions and 
ecstasies are extravagant—even grotesque. 
The reverence of thie great visionary ex- 
ceeded all bounds. He once dreamed that 
he was married to the Virgin; after this he 


adopted the name of Joseph. _

William the ancient abbey of St. Albans be- 


came publicly notorious, The of 
Canterbury hed to make investigations and 
interference extraordinary, the evils were 
so great. A papal commission was given 
him, and he wrote #@ most explicit letter of 
censure to William, an overwhelming docu- 
ment, pursuing its way through mire and 
filth, He says: “You have been a long 
time noted and defamed, and do yet continue 
so noted, of simony,‘of usury, of dilapidation 
and waste of goods, revenues, and posses- 
sions of said monastery, and of certain 
other enormous crimes hereafter written. 
In the rule, custody, and administration of 
goods spiritual and temporal you are so 
remiss, go negligent and prodigal.“ that the 
founders have been defrauded. Among the 
enormous crimes” were that the monks 
had given themselves, under William's 
leadership, over to a reprobate mind and 
the most open and glaring lasciviousness; 
holy places were defiled, worthless and vi- 
cious people were promoted to places of 
power, thieves and notorious villains were 
protected, offices of piety, like giving of 
alms and hospitality, were neglected, and, 
by William’s carelessness, neglect, and cu- 
pidity, everything was on the verge of ruin. 
And yet the times were such that William 
was not deposed, but merely invited to re- 
consider his ways and, if possible, amend 
them. He was, as abbot of St. Albans, a 
peer of the realm, taking precedence over 
bishops, and, as such, indulged in all the 
license of living that secular peers so often 
indulged in, for he continued to live in 
open notoriety in hig abbey, but e few miles 
away from London.

Dr. Freeman Thinks It a Successful Sub- 
stitute for the Saloon. 5 

“If Not the Saloon—What?’ This is the 
ngent and compelling question to which 
James E. Freeman of Yonkers, N. T.. 
challenges public attention. There is, of 
course, no question as to the appalling evils 
of intemperance. Neither is there any ques- 
tion as to the general curse of the saloon. 

At the same time it is admitted that the 

saloon, in certain respects, does answer to a 

real and legitimate social and recreative 

need. The real question then is as to the 
right way and means for the creation of 
some substitutes for the saloon. 


This substitute for the saloon Dr. Free- 


man finds clearly indicated, if not idealized, 
as he believes, in the Hollywood Inn in his 
own city, and the working of which he knows 
all about because he is at the head of it. 
When the day’s toil is over and the spent 
energies relax, what can we furnish that will 
serve as an appealing and satisfactory 
source, of recreation for our great working 
classes? His anewer is, a new social center, 
unlabeled, unrestricted, and free from any- 


| thing that suggests either charity.or pater- 


nalism. a 
He is convinced that there is a substitute, 
rational, fascinating, successful, for the 


working man’s club, having every social 


feature that the saloon has, and more, open, 


week days and Sundays alike. The experi- 
ment of the Hollywood Inn was begun in 
It began 
with a large store on a main thoroughfare, 
equipped with smoking, game, and reading 
rooms. The present building was erected 


in 1895 at a cost of nearly $200,000. The 
building itself, with its superior finishing 


and fittings, was to be a standing witness 
for order, decency, and equality. 

The members pay $3 as annual dues. Noth- 
ing could be more democratic than the gen- 
eral management. No man has ever been 
ejected for disorder. The first year the mem- 
bership was over 600; the second year over 
800; the third year over 1,000. And this in a 
city of less than 50;000. The building covers 
a lot 60x100 feet and is six stories in height. 
In all' the various splendid provisions made 
for the entertainment and social uses of the 
men, it is to be noted the women and chil- 
dren are sharers through the handsome 
reading rooms, library, and entertainment 


courses. Special care is given to the order 


and cleanliness of the entire building. 

The foremost leader of the liquor interests 
in the state declares: ‘‘ The Hollywood Inn 
ts the only institution with which the saloon 
interests have to reckon.’’ It stands, says 
Dr. Freeman, for a Fact—the need of a 
point af social contact. It is destined to 
spell out words of large meaning in the near 
future.’’ 


RUSSIA’S RAILWAY LINE. 
The Great Siberian Railway.“ by Mich- 
ael M. Shoemaker. G. P. Putnam’s Sons. 
Undoubtedly one of the most impressive 
and significant events at the beginning of 
the twentieth century has been the opening 
of the Siberian railway. The creation of this 
stupendous highway across both Europe and 
Asia means more to the unfolding destiny not 
of Russia only, but of all the great nations 
than any one’s imagination can easily meas- 
ure. And so this graphic story of this ride 
from Petersburg to Pekin is almost of neces- 
sity one of special fascination. But in- 
cidentally this expert traveler has a good 
deal to say also respecting life in Pekin, in 
Corea, and elsewhere. For naturally the im- 
portance of the great railway depends greatly 
on its relations to-the peoples, the cities, and 
countries of the far east. 


- HELPS FOR BIBLE BEGINNERS. 


Outline Studies in Old Testaments.” 
By W. G. Morehead, D. D. F. H. Revell 
& Co. 

These outline studies in the several books of 
the Old Testament are intended as help for 
beginners in bible studies. They aim to 
present an analysis of the contents of each 
book and some of the more disinteresting 
features of it. The aim is a good one. There 
is still urgent need of just the right kind of 
text books in bible study. Any one familiar 
with the better class of educational text 
books of the day used in school and college 
knows the wonderful improvement in such 
books during the last few years. Some of 
them are almost as artistic as they are sci- 
entific. It is a high kind ot art and skill, as 
well as of knowledge requisite in the produc- 
tion of such books. 


Prof. Morehead has done some things | 


well, but he is excessively old fashioned. 
He is as sure as Jasper himself that it is the 
sun and not the earth that do move.“ The 
bible is practically a book dropped down 
out of the sky. We want to settle it defi- 
nitely with ourselves,“ he avers, “ that this 
book primarily is not made of the words of the 
various writers whose names it records—not 
of Me words of Moses, David, John, and Paul 
but the words of God.“ The author appears 
to be curiously insensible to the harm which 
such utterly impossible claims of the 
** plenary ’’ word for word theories as to 
how the bible came to be what it is, is liable 
to do ingenuoyps minds. 


** BRADDOCK’S ROAD.“ — 85 
Another Volume in the Historic High- 
ways Series. 

Volume IV. of ‘‘ Historic Highways, by 
Archer B. Hulbert, includes Braddock’s 
Road and three other related papers, 
routes of the French and English westward, 
the Virginia campaign, from Alexandria to 
Fort Cumberland, a seaman's journal, a de- 
scription of the backwoods, Braddock’s road 
in history, etc. 

Braddock’s road broke the league the 
French had made with the Alleghenies; it 
showed that British grit could do as much 
in the interest of America as in India, or 
Africa, or Egypt. It was, says Mr. Hubbert, 
the first important material structure in the 
new west, so soon to be filed with the sons of 
those who had hewn it. .

It has been assumed 
that the wheat of this grade in store in Chi- 
cago was undesirable, and that it would be 
a drug on the market to the detriment of 
any May deal, so that this evidence that 
there was a demand for even a small part 
of it attracted attention. It is claimed more 
of it would be taken out of store if the boats 
were moving out. 

The strike of vessel firemen is still making 
it hard for the coarse grain dealer. Oats 
have been offered east at Soc, lake and rail), 
and eastern buyers will not take any more 


lake and rail shipment, as long as the un- 
certhinty as to when the grain fleet can get 
under way continues. Low grade oats were 
off lc a bu yesterday, and it was claimed 
there was a possibility of manufacturing 
them into standard grade at a small profit 
and selling them for May delivery. 

The prospects of the growing wheat crop 
in this country are about as good as they 
could be, but to a large extent they have 
been discounted by heavy sales of July in 
this market.

The full bench of the Massachusetts Su- 
pre rt has decided in the case of Baker 
— Nlevated railroad company 
that owners ‘of property along the line of 
the road can recover damages for injuries 
resulting from noise caused by the operation 
of the railway. The opinion holds, That 


‘noise such as would constitute a private 


ruisance to abutting property, if it were not 
authorized, should be treated as causing 
special and peculiar damages under the stat- 
ute, which entitles the land owner to com- 
pensa tion.“ 

The attitude of the Massachusetts court is 
directly opposite to the views which have 
been held by the Illinois Supreme court.
